D-16  Local  Force  Battalion  which  normally  operated  in  the  A0  had  departed  in 
late  January  to  -cake  part  in  the  TET  Offensive.  Also  located  in  or  on  the 
boundaries  cf  the  A0  were  r he  633t,h  Training  and  Rear  Service  Regiment,  and 
elements  of  the  83d  Rear  Service  Group.  The  local  force  elemoits  were  thought 
to  be  dispersed  down  to  platoon  level  in  ordor  to  avoid  cor  tact,  while  con- 
while  conducting  limited  attacks  against  RF-PF  outposts,  and  conducting  re¬ 
supply  and  propaganda  activities* 

D-14  was  kno-.jn  to  be  understrength  following  attacks  on  TAY  N3UH 
City  during  mid-February.  Their  location  was  thou^it  to  be  somewhere  east  of 
TAY  NINH.  C-40  Local  Force  company  was  located  in  the  "STRAIGHT  EDGE  WOODS" 
vie  (XT  1637)  and  generally  conducted  platoon  sized  operations  in  areas  to  the 
south  and  southwest  of  TAY  NINH  City.  There  had  been  no  recent  contact  with 
this  unit-  In  the  MICHELIFN  PLANTATION  the  C-64  Local  Force  Co  with  several 
guerilla  units  had  been  conducting  usual  propaganda  and  harassing  activities. 
Little  was  known  of  the  660th  Regiment  except  that  it  generally  operated  along 
the  CAMBODIAN  Border  vie  XT  0065.  The  83d  Rear  Service  Group  was  located  in 
the  TRAPEZOID  conducting  resupply  and  administrative  activities. 

Special  Agent  reports  indicated  the  bulk  of  activity  in  the  A0  was 
centered  in  the  northern  TRAPEZOID  (83d  Rear  Service)  and  north  of  KA7UM  on 
the  CAMBODIAN*  Border  (C03VN  HQ),  7R!s,  Red  Haze  and  SLARs  indicated  possible 
resupply  routes  coning  east  from  C\M3CDIA  on  the  ORIENTAL  RIVER  and  through 
the  STRAIGHT  EDGE,  and  north  from  CAHD0DIA  through  B0  TIE  toward  the  SAIGON 
RIVER, 
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Vegetation  varied  from  triple  canopy  jungle  to  large  areas  of 
open  rice  paddies.  The  terrain  was  generally  flat  and  the  central  and 
Southern  portion  of  the  AO  were  veil  populated.  Major  rivers  in  the  area 
were  the  SAIGON  and  ORIENTAL.  Weather  did  not  hamper  or  prohibit  friendly 
troop  movements.  Road?  in  the  area  were  in  good  condition  and  were  used 
for  resupply  and  movement  of  infsTitry  and  artillery*  The  ground  was  firm 
enough  to  enable  the  utilization  of  mechanized  infantry. 

The  overall  evaluation  of  the  intelligence  information  from  AR7N 
HQs  and  other  local  sources  is  considered  B~3  (usually  reliable,  possibly 
true).  On  several  occasions  US  troops  responded  to  local  agent  reports  with 
good  results.  Overall  Ojp?i<i  *<vil  security  was  considered  good,

Operations  wer''  also 
conducted  in  the  thick  transition  jungle  of  the  Iron  Triangle  and  Hd  Bo 
woods  as  well  as  the  Rome-Flowed  entanglements  of  the  Tilhol,  Wo  Bo, 
and  Upper  Triangle  areas  and  the  rubber  plantations  of  Tay  Niph 
Frovince.

Sources  of  intelligence  information  varied  throughout  the 
quarter,  ranging  from  such  sophisticated  means  of  collection  as  people 
Sniffer  and  SLAR,  to  the  utilization  of  infiltrated  agents,  incidental 
sources.  Hoi  Chanhs,  FGW’s  and  various  other  indigenous  sources.  Fit 
Carson  Scouts  vrre  attached  to  each  rifle  company  and  proved  to  be 
useful  in  exploration  of  tunnels  and  base ‘camp  areas  as  well  as 
obtaining  information  from  the  Vietnamese,  National  Tolice  were 
‘utilized  in  areas  of  high  civilian  concentration  and  also  «ere  valuable 
in  dealing  with  the  civilian  population. 

During  the  initial  stag-s  of  Operation  SARATOGA,  the  enemy 
order  of  battle  was  much  the  sarr  as  it  had  been  for  several  months 
previously.  Knemy  elements  within  the  TAOI  were  Primarily  local  force 
units,  operating  with  little  deviation  from  already  established  A^s. 
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The  7th  Cu  Chi  Local  Force  Battalion  ranged  the  area  north  of 
National  Route  1  fron  Trang  Bang  to  Tan  Fhu  'Brung  while  elements 
of  the  1st  MR-4  Battalion  generally  worked  the  areas  to 'the 
north  of  the  7th  Cu  Chi  Battalion  (lower  Boi  Loi,  Ho  Bo,  Filhol). 
To  the  east  of  Cu  Chi,  along  the  western  banks  of  the  Saigon, 
could  be  found  the  2d  Local  Force  Battalion  (Go  Non  District). 

All  these  elements  mentioned  abov-  •  drew  their  indir'  ct ' fire 
support,  in  part,  from  the  8th  Artillery  Battalion  MR-4,  The 
northwestern  portions  of  the  TAG  I  vferc  the  operational  areas 
of  the  D-14  Battalion  (l^wer  Tny  Ninh  -  Boi  Loi)  and  the  D-16 
Battalion  (Straight  Ed  go  Noods-lower  Tay  Ninh).  In  southern 
Hau  Nghia'and  northern  Long  An  (the  Pineapple)  >rere  located 
the  269th,  267th  and  the  506th  VC  Battalions.  There  were 
occasional  sorties  of  Main  Forces  and  NVA  units  both  through  and 
into  the  area  from  the  north,  but  there  bad  not  been  anv  extensive 
NVA-MF  contacts  prior  to  Operation  SARATOGA.  Enemv  offensive 
activity  for  several  weeks  rrior  to  the  initiation  of  Operation 
SARATOGA  was  principally  of  a  harassing  nature.  Stand  off 
attacks  w  re  initiated  on  several  provincial  towns  as  well  as 
Cu  Chi  Base  Camp,  Occasional  attacks  on  RF/PF  Outposts, 
primarily  along  Route  1,  made  up  the  bulk  of  the  enemv-initiated 
action.  The  probable  locations  and  strength  of  units  within  the 
TAOI  upon  initiation  of  SARATOGA  are  shown  below:

The  first  significant  enemy  contact  of  the  opera+ion 
occurred  on  the  night  of  12  December  1967  when  elements  of  the  101st 
NVA  Regiment  conducted  a  coordinated  attack  on  the  night.  location 
of  the  1-27  INF*  In  this  contact,  the  first  by  2d  Brigade  units 
against  NVA  troops  in  Hau  Nghia,  the  VC  -uffered  39  KIA  (3C) •  The 
VC  withdrew  north  into  the  Ho  Bo  and  were  next  located  op  21 
December  when  2  CoTs  of  the *2-27  INF  ran  headlong  into  one  of  the 
101st,  Regiments  base  areas,  day-long  action  cost  the  VC* 

43  Kin  (BC)  and  gave  a  hint  of  the  defensive  tenacity  that  could 
be  expected  in  future  operations  against  similiar  units.  This 
action  added  weight  to  various  agent  r'rorts  that  indicated  a 
build  up  of  NVA  units  and  the. addition  of  NVA  soliders  to  MF  ^nd 
U  units  already  situated  in  the  area  of  operations.

On  4  January,  the  1-27  INF  and  2-27  INF  contacted  elements  of  the 
2d  Go  Mon  in  their  base  areas  in  the  ‘p  Nha  Vice-™ rung  An  complexes 
on  the  western  banks  of  the  Saigon  River,  during  the  2'dav 
fight  in  this  area  the  VC  lost  89  KIA  (BC),  The  build-up  of  NVA 
soldiers  with  IF  units  was  nr  do  dramaticallv  O'ddent  when  on,  the 
night  o‘f  10  January,  the '1-27  INF  night  location  was  attacked  b v 
a  battalion  size  element,  later  identified  as  the  7th  Cu  Chi 
Battalion*  A  prisoner  captured  during  this  battle  stated  the  50^  ' 
of  his  and  other  units  were  made  up  of  NVA  soldiers.  ^he  addition 
of  NVA  soldiers  to  MF  and  LF  units  markedly  increased  their  combat 
effectiveness,  a ‘fact  that  would  become  increasingly  evident  in’ 
the  days  to  come.  108  VC  were  killed  in  this  hum^n  wave  attack. 

In  the  middle  of  January,  4-23  INF  (M)  engaged  elements  of  thv'  1st 
Battalion  NR-4  in  a  2  dav  action  in  tha  low *r# Vo  Bo.  Tie  4-23  INF 
(M)  never  penetrated  the  base  area  com^let-  lv,  but  inflicted  heaw 
losses  (49  KIA  (BC)  on  the  entrenched  enemv.  The  build-up  of  NF 
units  within  the  TAOI  was  indicated  again  when  the  2-27  INF  engaged 
the  Reconnaissance  Company  of  the  272nd  Regiment  in  ^n  all  night 
battle  ,iust  south  of  the  Saigon  River  in  the  Mushroom  * 
prisoner  taken  by  the  2-27  indicated  that  the  272nd  was  to  move  into 
the  Cu  Chi  area  and  conduct  operations  begining  in  earlv  February, 
^he  extent  and  importance  of  their  mission  became  dramatically 
evident  *  lie  next  several  days . 

The  night  of  31  January  saw  the  irritation  of  the  VC  TET 
offensive  throughout  the  III  CTZ.  Within  the  2nd  Brigade  TA^I, 
the  offensive  was  initiated  with  stand  off  rocket  and  mortar 
attacks  against  Cu  Chi,  Nuc  Hoa,  Bao  Trai  and  Trang  Bang,  This 
attack  signalled  the  first  utilisation  of  122MM  pockets  against  Cu 
Chi.  The  main  emphasis  was  directed  against  Ton  Bon  N^ut  and 
Saigon  although  ther'  were  several  corollary  ground  attacks  in  the 
TACI.  The  following  day,  +  he  intent  of  the  enem,r  in  the  Cu  Chi 
area  became  appar* nt  as  National  Route  1  was  interdicted  at  Tan 
~hu  Trung  by  a  VC  Battalien  of  the  272nd  Regiment,  the  battle  to 
push  the  2?2nd  out  of  the  Ten  "hu  Trung  -  An  Cho  area  lasted  10 
days  (6-16  February)  and  cost  the  VC  219  dead,  apparent  in¬ 

tent  of  the  enemv  to  remain  in  the  area,  no  natter  what  the  . 
consequences,  pointed  out  the  importance  of  this  interdiction  to 
the  overall  success  of  the  VC  master  plan  in  arid  around  Saigon. 

The  enemy  consist'd  of  the  271st  and  ?72nd  Regiments  as  well  as 
the  2nd  Go  Mon  and  1st  NR-4  Battalions  and  assorted  artillery 
elements  of  the  56th  and  58th  Battalions  of  the  69th  artillerv 
Groups  and  portions  of  the  8th  Artillory.  Contact  wa.s  made 
daily  fn  most  portions  of  the  area  w_th  well  armed,  and  disciplined 
VC  soldiers.

The  extent  of  the  enemy  build-up  became  obvious  as  large 
caches  of  food, ’ammunition  and  enuipmont  to  include  rockets, 
worn  discovered.  Contact  with  2nd  Brigade  in  the  Saigon  area 
cost  the  VC  692  KIA  (BC),  184  KIA  (FOSS),  and  211  weapons  captured.

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CONCLUSIONS:  The  losses  sustained  bv  enemy  forces,  l)oth  local 
force  and  main  force,  during  Operation  SARATOGA  has  greatl*  reduced 
th  ir*  combat  effectiveness.  The  large  quantities  of  arms,  a^unition 
and  other  supplies  captured  by  2nd  Brigade  units,  have  rendered 
sustained  enemy  offensive  operations , in  the  area  extremely 
difficult  without  a  maior  resupply  e^fert,  In  addition*  much 
knowledge  of  VC  main  force  and  NVA  organization,  equipment  and 
operation  tendencies  has  been  gained  by  2nd  Brigade  units.  This 
information  can  be  effectively  utilized  in  future  operations 
against  similiar  units.  Large  tunnel  complexes  and  caches  areas 
in  the  Ho  Bo,  Filhol,  and  'f’rung  An  have  been  rendered  unusable. 

Rome  now  operations  in  the  Ho  Bo  and* Iron  Triangle  have  destroyed 
valuable,  previously  secure  base  arras.

In  tho  last  two  months  wo  recognized  that  the  enemy  has  mciiy  advant¬ 
ages  over  daytime  reconnaissance  in  force  operations  by  Free  World  Forces. 
Howover,  sinco  daylight  operations  ere  ossontial,  wo  sought  a  nothod  of 
engaging  the  VC  under  conditions  most  advent:  gcous  to  ourselves  which  would 
ccpitclizo  on  our  daylight  operations  and  influence  futuro  operations.  The 
purpose  of  this  presentation  is  to  discuss  tho  tochniouos  that  ovolvcd  for 
tho  conduct  of  night  timo  ambushes  of  enemy  waterway  lines  of  coin, ■unications . 

In  Into  Fobruary,  the  3d  Battalion,  22D  Infantry  was  operating  in  an 
area  10  kilometers  north  of  Saigon.  The  mission  of  tho  battalion  was  to  stop 
cncry  rocket  attacks  on  the  Saigon  area,  end  to  destroy  cnei.y  forcos  in  tho 
area,  of  operations.  Our  mission  required  us  to  operate  in  the  daytime  in¬ 
itially.  Utilizing  accurate  intelligence  provided  by  the  local  population 
and  the  local  Popular  Force,  we  located  the  center  of  tho  rocket  activity. 
There  ensuod  a  period  of  extensive  doytimo  offensive  operations  during 
which  wo  .destroyed  a  largo  VC  force,  uncovered  a  conploto  rockot  launcher 
with  accessories,  and  16  complete  rockets.  After  this  fight  we  protty  woll 
dominated  our  area  of  operations.  Koro  importantly  to  subsequent  operations, 
we  begin  to  kqow  the  terrain  as  woll  as,  or  better  than,  tho  enemy.  This 
knowledgo  was  largely  attributed  to  the  use  of  local  PF»s  as  guides.  Our 
daytiie  oporr.ticns  diminished  as  we  turned  more  to  company  sized  night 
ambushes  as  r  tu&sins.  of  maintaining?  central  cf  tho  terrain 
talcen  during  daylight  operations.  Onco  tho  energy  was  under  control  on  tho 
ground  wo  looked  to  tho  waterways  as  tho  probable  routes  of  enemy  movement 
and  rockot  supply  in  our  area. 

Soon  after  our  arrival  in  tho  area,  wo  received  an  additional  mission 
to  sccuro  on  Enginocr  Construction  Project  in  our  aror.  of  operation.  Wo 
woro  givon  two  27*  Enginocr  Bridge  Construction  Boats  to  assist  in  the 
security  operations  and  to  patrol  tho  Saigon  River.  These  boats  woro  so 
efficient  that  we  requested  and  rccoivod  six  additional  “Boston  Whalers" 
to  move  larger  forcos  within  tho  area  and  to  roact  quickly.  Wo  mounted 
.50  caliber  machine  guns  cn  tho  27  footers  to  increase  the  firo  power  of  our 
waterborne  force. 

Sinco  we  could  not  indiscriminately  trice  sampans  under  firo  during  tho 
drytino,  we  ambushed  the  waterways  at  night.  This  was  also  the  most  logical 
tine  for  tho  cnony  to  attempt  to  novo  his  non  and  material.  To  illustrr.to 
those  techniques,  I  hevo  selected  two  examples  of  our  operations.  Tho 
first,  presented  in  some  detail,  is  an  anbush  conducted  by  A  Company 
during  tho  night  of  29  Feb  thru  1  Her  68.  It  was  characterized  by  the  use 
of  boats  for  insertation  and  extraction  of  the  ax:bush  force.  Tho  anbush 


site  was  the  intersection  of  tho  Hoc  Mon  Canal  end  tho  Saigon  River  -  the 
most  likely  looking  spot  in  our  area  of  operations.  The  objcctivo  was  tho 
destruction  of  VC  sempen  traffic.  A  Company  w-s  inserted  at  0900  hours  at 
a  point  about  1000  motors  cast  of  tho  ambush  site. 

We  paid  a  groat  deal  of  attention  to  the  insertion  and  extraction  of  our 
ambush  forcos.  Frequently  wo  inserted  ono  company  at  tho  sene  plrco  as,  or 
noar,  the  forco  to  bo  extracted.  Sono times  we  inserted  overland  and  extracted 
by  boat  or  inserted  by  boat  and  extracted  overland.  Hopefully  we  deceived 
tho  VC  as  to  tho  cxa.ct  location,  and  oven  the  existence  of  an  operation. 

In  all  cr.sos  wo  planned  artillery  rnd  nertor  fires  along  tho  routo  of 
insertion  and  extraction  and  in  the  vicinity  of  tho  anbush  sites. 

Tho  pirn  called  for  tho  daylight  hours  to  bo  spent  first  in  searching 
and  socuring  tho  area  adjacent  to  tho  ambush  site  and  then  hiding  for  tho 
balance  of  tho  day.  This  permitted  rest  and  careful  planning  for  occupation 
of  tho  anbush  sito  at  dusk.  I  emphasize  that  rest  is  essential  sinco  tho 
anbush  met  maintain  a  100£  alert  throughout  tho  night.  In  this  ease,  during 
tho  initial  soar eh  A  Company  captured  ono  sleeping  VC  and  made  contact  with 
a  second  who  chose  to  engago  tho  company  with  AK-47  fire.  Tho  sniper  was 
located  and  subsequently  killed,  Tho  PCW  vrn  ov- cur tod  by  wntor,  interrogated 
and  disci osod  that  ho  was  a  re-pi  arovrot  who  swam,  tho  Saigon  River  tho 
preceding  nijitt.

Several  specialized  techniques  wero  employed  to  incrorsc  the  efficiency 
of  the  ei'.bush  force-  Tho  ran  travelled  light,  carrying  only  weapons, 
rr.runit  ion,  food  or*!  water.  At  helmets  were  discorded  to  cr.hrr.co  tho 

scr.so  of  hoaring.  Starlight  scopes  were  butocl  within  the  company 

tc  bolster  tho  capability  of  tho  killer  force.  In  ca-.a.4*All  tho  plc.to.n 
loader  of  tho  killer  forco  wrs  rrmad  with  r.n  I '.-14  rifle  with 
noun  ted.  He  firod  the  first  rcunds-trr.ccrs  and  thus  directed  the  fires 
tho  other  members  of  tho  platoon.  When  required,  illumination  was  provided 
by  positioning  tho  light  several  thousand  rioters  awry  from  the  ambush  site  - 
primarily  tc  assist  the  starlights  while  not  illuminating  tho  ran. 

Tho  primary  kill  weapons  v/cro  claymore  nines  set  on  tho  bank  at  high 
wr.tor  level,  LAWS  to  oink  the  sampans,  W-79’3  used  on  tho  banks,  and  .-60 
i  a chino  (Tins  with  tracer  rounds  tc  kill  the  personnel.  Later  we  began  to 
lay  casvrnd  detonated  satchel  charges  on  the  bettor:  of  tho  shallow  canals 
pri: airily  in  an  attcr-.pt  to  take  prisoners  by  stunning  the  occupants  of  the 
sc:  .pans. 

Tho  a  .bush  was  conducted  by  the  lockout  ola-cr.ts  alerting  tho  killer 
fcrco  when  a  sampan  entered  the  kill  zone.  This  early  warning  afforded  us 
imxiLum  cffcctivo  fire  by  the  killer  force. 

Wo  learned  quite  a  bit  about  river  cm.busho3  during  this  night.  First 
cf  all,  thc.ro  wore  four  separate  engagements  durig  the  night  all  ccnductod 
from  tho  scr.c  rr.bush  positions.  We  concluded  that  there  was  no  coaruni cations 
between  sampans.  By  striking  and  then  maintaining  strict  noiso  discipline, 
(.nether  one  tc  two  hours  would  see  another  target  using  tho  same  route.  This 
was  later  proven  to  be  cn  unwarranted  conclusion  when  we  discovered  the  use 
of  a  "Traffic  Cop".  Ho  would  tap  out  a  signal  on  tho  side  of  a  sanpan.  About 
30  minutes  later  a  sampan  would  appear.  We  used  hir.:  until  he  got  wise  and 
fired  semo  warning  shots.  Secondly  confinement  cf  sampan  traffic  tc  tho 
ebsorved  waterways,  plus  the  early  warning,  enhances  the  effectiveness  of  tho 
ambush.  Finally  wo  found  that  after  striking  a  sampan,  patient  and  quiet 
observation  with  starlights  and  "cars"  gave  us  an  opportunity  to  hit.  survivors 
as  they  tried  to  osca.po,  Ir.  this  situation,  tho  /meric/  n  soldier  is  far 
more  patient  than  the  VC. 

This  a:  .bush,  one  cf  the  most  successful,  produced  four  sunken  sampans 
and  at  least  22  VC  killed,  including  the  morning  kill  end  three  svi: :  ors. 

Tho  nc::t  morning,  waterborne  extraction  was  preceded  by  a  visual  recor. 
by  a  light  fire  teen  at  first  light  and  c  swoop  of  the  immediate  area  by  tho 
company.  Tho  return  boat  ride  to  tho  battalion  base  was  also  covered  by  the 
light  fire  tea;:. 

The  second  brief  oxrmplo  was  chosen  boccuso  it  illustrates  the  insertion 
and  extraction  of  an  ambush  without  tho  use  of  boat  transportation. 

This  was  a  two  company  operation  which  to-,  k  place  to  tho  west  where  the 
H*e  Men  Canal  splits  to  form  a  triangle  as  shewn  hero.  In  this  case,  Company 
A  was  g -played  on  tho  western  trimglrr  island  and  Company  C  occupied  the 
eastern  island  position.  Beth  cm  p-  r.ics  mevod  overland  and  concealed  their 
intentions  by  searching  an  adjacent  area  to  the  s-.uth  cf  their  ambush  sitos. 
They  hid  at  lunch  time*  and  then  preceded  to  their  ambush  sitos  at  dusk.  Each 
company  carried  a  3  mm  Engineer  Roc  renaissance  raft  and  lenghts  of  nylon 
rope.  Tho  ropo  was  tied  to  the  ra.ft,  foro  and  aft,  and  a  fairly  rapid 
water  crossing  vus  accomplished. 

A  Company  had  no  contact  on  this  night,  but  Company  C  found  a  propaganda 
center  complete  vrith  printing  press  on  their  island  and  subsequently  engaged 
10  VC  moving  toward  the  north  bank  cf  tho  Hoc  men  Canal..  The  early  morning 
search  of  tho  north  bank  end  adjacent  areas  disclosed  5  VC  bodies.  Again 
extraction  from  tho  islands  was  covered  by  visual  reconnaissance  pr  vided 
by  a  light  fire  tea:..  Both  com.pnnios  returned  to  the  battalion  base  by 
swooping  an  area  not  previously  covered.  It  was  during  ono  of  these  follow 
up  search  operations  the  C  Company  xbur.d  IS  122r:  rockets  in  one  cache. 

As  an  example  of  the  effectiveness  of  this  technique,  A  Company  alone  has 
averaged  6  +  kills  per  ai.jv.oh  for  /  /abashes,  While  this  is  not  a  large 
kill,  it  is  consistent,  and  wo  believe  that  the  VC  movement  into  our  area 
was  disrupted.  1 IQST  L-i FORT; P TLY  the  cr.eiy  was  deprived  of  freodem.  of  mmvG..cnt 
at.  night.  Wo  have  observed  ohat  tho  VC  arc*  extra  cly  vulnerable  at  night. 

They  talk*,  use  trails,  ropoatcdly  use  the  same  water  routes  and  generally 
present  oasy  marks  for  cur  ambushes.  As  a  rosult,  our  normal  method  of 
operations  new  is  to  -jiglcy  two  companies  or.  a  24  h  ur  operation  at  all  ti:-  os- 
All  cf  these  operations  include  a  daylight  search  of  A  Company  aror  cf 
operations,  a  right  ambush,  and  a.  sv^op  back  to  the  battalion  baso.

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Tho  psychol  o^ical  benefits  accrued  by  theso  nipht  ar.bushos  rxa  £roat. 
First  ■  f  all  wo  hr.vo  suffered  only  two  cr.surlitios  in  tho  ontirc  battalion 
when  operating  at  ni^ht.  This  is  a.n  obvious  soiling;  point  for  the  ron. 
Secondly  tho  ro suits  arc  tangible  and  tho  units  have  bocorio  highly  cor.potitivo 
and  inventive  about  mbushinc,  And  finally,  the  ultimate  ha.s  happenod.  Wo 
now  have  cc: -panics  and  platoons  lo  kinr  for  ai-bush  sites  during  daylifht 
operations  end  actually  requesting  nipht  arbuoh  riissions.  As  a  diroct  result 
wo  believe  that  the  oncry  -  who  formrly  owned  tho  nifht  has  new  lcut  his 
sanctuary.
